Denver, Colo. Dec. 17—Chief Jus- 


tice Gabbert today announced the de-

London, Dec. 17.—Confirming 
the 


report of the formation of an interna- 
tional steel rail pool a telegram from 
Barrow says: 


"The agreement which was signed 


by all the representatives of the Brit- 
ish, French, German and Belgian mak- 
ers extends for a period of three years 
and is likely to inolude American 
makers, at any rate over certain 
•/ones. It was felt that the European 
agreement left the door open for se- 
vere American competition, so over- 
tures were opened, though riot =o 
much on the question of price as on 
the zones to be allotted to the Euro- 
pean and American makers respect- 
ively. 
A scheme has been mappea 


out and practically agreed upon both 
by the continental combine and the 
American steel corporation. 
It is an- 


ticipated that, the new pool will come 
into wperation January 1st. and under 
its auspices it is expected thai the 
price of heavy rail sections now 85 
shillings per ton will be lifted to 100 
shillings. The combined interests ot 
all the large steel mills of the four 
countries will be centered In a Lon- 
don office, through which ail the busi- 
ness will pa*o aiid from which orders 
will be allotted.

arrogant than tbe man beyond seas. 
In Germany you may give your street 
car conductor a .small coin worth one 
and one-fourth cents, is 1'rince a cent 
w!!l be aeceptedrjand the haughty Brit- 
isher only stand* out for "tuppence."

The Buffalo Wallow*. 


A curiosity of the plains Is the buffa- 


lo wallows 
There has tot been a 


buffalo in them for years, but trey are 
the same today as they were genera- 
tions or even centuries ago. Tbej are 
no longer frequented by cattle, of 
course, and therefore not freshly worn, 
but tbey remain to this day barren and 
black amid the vast plain of living 
green. In the spring they stand full of 
water until the advancing summer sun 
evaporates it, and then they are bar- 
ren and black again. They are perfect 
circles, some large as a circus ring, and j 
their basins are packed firm and hard 
by the tread and roll of many genera- 
tions of the bison. Another recollec- 
tion here of this extinct race is the 
buffalo birds, which abound in great 
numbers. Their function now, as in 
the time of the bison, te to pick insects 
fres: the bacKS of the cattle which 
feed on the plains. Sometimes twenty 
or more feed on a steer's back, while 
the steer calmly j^nd with evident 
pleasure munches buffalo grass.—Kan- 
sas City Star.

which seem to more.

tSat we are moving except by refer- 
ence to objects on the banks, and even 
then it is difficult to resist the impm- 
sion that'they are in motion while we 
are at rest 


The mere detail of speed does not i 


affect the question, nnd, although the' 
earth is rushing trough s»p»ce at the 
rate of eighteen miles n second, the 
motion, innniteSy smoother thnn that 
of a boat ou placid water, is absolutely 
imperceptible. 


TO GET THE "SACK.1 


A Pineapple FUmtatian. 


The first operation in starting a pine- 


apple plantation is to cut off the ham 
mock growth and rlp«r the area, 
thougu the stumps ot the larger trees 
ate left standing. The "slips," which 
are simply growths from the oJ3 
plants, are usually put in with a point- 
ed stick at the rate of 12,000 to the 
acre. The first crop matuies in about 
eighteen mouths, and when three crops 
aie secured, in as ninny years, the 
fields are abandoned for this culture, 
the surface again cleared and planted 
lu tomatoes.

which the "«" is doubled, come* from 
the French canabn^ser. to sift as 
through c.mvas, nnd literally means to 
sift the neighborhood, to solicit vetes 
or interest, by separating supporters 
from opponents.
